RUSSIAN -FAITH DOUBTED. 


Committee’ Forces Censorship 
Concession—Discontent 
Spread from Austria. 


BERLIN, Jan, 24, (via London.)—The | 
Imperial German Chancellor, Count von 
Hertling, in his address before..the 
Reichstag ‘Main Committee today, said 
he still -held-fast to the hope that the 
Brest-Litovsk negotiations .would, reach 
a satisfactory conclusion at an . early 
date.- 


AMSTERDAM, fJyan. 24.—Count - von 
Hertling, in addressing the Main Com- 
mittee of the Reichstag today, began4 
with a referente to his last speech be- 
fore the committee on Jan. 3, when, he 
said, the country was confronted with 
the incident which -had occurred at 
Brest-Litovsk. 

**I then. expressed an opinion, ” said 
the Chancellor, *‘ that we should await 
a settlement of this incident with all 
equanimity. The facts have «justified 
me, inasmuch ag the Russian - deléga- 
tion has again atrived at Brest- Litovak 
and the negotiations - have —— re- 
sumed. 

“They are“slowly progressing: “‘butire 
extraordinarily difficult. 
on. the former occasion the ciféum- 
stances’ causing this difficulty. Doubt 
often arose, indeed, whether the Rus- 
sidn delegation was in earnest: with ‘its 
peace negotiations. 
less.messages' which were “traversing 
the world with their highly strange con- 
-tents might strengthen this ‘doubt. 
Nevertheless I hold fast to the hope 
that we shall arrive at a good conclu- 
sion with the Russian delegation at 
Brest-Litovsk.”’ 


Hopes to Settle with Ukraine. 

LONDON, Jan. 24.—Count von Hert- 
ling, according to a Central News dis- 
patch, said in his Reichstag speech: 

‘“* We hope. soon to conclude an agree- 
ment.‘with Ukraine, which would be 
mutually satisfactory, especially from 
an economic point of view.’’ 

When on Jan. 3, the Chancellor con- 
tinued, the period expired: for the co- 
operation of the Entente nations in the 
peace negotiations, Germany was no 
longer bound by its offer te the Entente 
and had a free path for separate negotia- 
tions with Russia. In these negotia= 
tions Germany felt herself notebound to 


the Russian proposals for a general|- 


peace. 

Another dispatch to the. Exchange 
Telegraph from Amsterdam says that 
at a Crown Council in Berlin today, 
over which Emperor William presided, 
and which was attended by Field Mar- 
shal. von Hindenburg, General yon Lu- 
dendorff, Chancellor von Hertling, and 
Dr. von Kuhlmann, the Foreign Secre- 
tary, there was a discussion ‘ of. the 
speech which.Count von Hertling was to 
make, and that the terms of the speech 
were settled. ~

time. It is probable that Secretary. 
Baker’s statement is correct for the 
time he gives, and that General Gorgas’s 
data are correct for the time he ¢overs} 
but What doés a little thing like 2 pef 
cent. of a million and a half men mean? 
It does, not mean anything; let then 
die; it is only 2 per cent.; they -havé 
saved the balance of them. 
“However, my friends, if proper pre- 
‘cautions upon the part of the Govern+ 
ment, {ff an’ efficient system had saved 
ohne young man who was ribking his 
life for America.. the American people 
would have beeti glad to have seen the 
money expended to siwe that one life.

““My friends, I wish to.give another 
evidence of inefficiency, and I want 
ou to undérsta: I am not doing this 
any spirit of unfriendliness to the 
fecretary of War. He: has been my 
warm poral ariend. I/am only ones 
it because feel it ig =. duty, As 
another Svitdiane of- inefficiency the 
wool growers of ‘the West came. here 
last April, I -think, : shortl y after the 
war broke out, ‘and offere to furnish 
the Government with the Western out- 
put of wool. 

“The Government did. not. take it bBe- 
cause it thought it a high price, and 

a the wool growers were charg- 

a pretty good price. It was — little 
os ow the current market price, but the 
Government would not take it. . Later 
on they came here again and offered it, 
but it ‘would not take it. The price of 
wool had gon away up out of sight at 
that time: Later on we had contracts 
for large quantities of wool, but wool 
had. one = to a ver yhigh figure. 

ow, President, anybody would 
have known, it seems to me, any ef- 
ficient business man’ nyst have ‘known, 
that to clothe a million and a half men, 
or possibly two milliom men, we would 
have to get every pound of wool a 
sible and manufacture it into clothin 
Yet it went into the hands of echo 
tors and dealers, and when the Gov- 
ernment comes to buy it has to buy at 
a high price. So I made the statement 
about the uniforms. I think’ all will 
agree with me.that while there has 
been great work — there has 
been much left undone that might have 
been done if the proper system had 
been in. vogue.”’ 

Asked what the purposé had been in 
reducing the weight of the uniforms 
end mixing wool with shoddy, Mr. 
Chamberlain said: 

“The conservation of wool. I would 
rather have the conservation of life and 
the giving. ef such uniforms as are giv- 
en the soldiers of France and England.” 


Congress No Rubber Stamp. 


Mr. Chamberlain .objected. to the 
President saying in his. statement that 
he had not been consultéd and inferring 


that: the Senate had no business. to try 
to correct’ conditions. He then justi- 
fied his course and,. continuing, said: 

‘ Now, :with all due respeet for the 
President of the United States, he serves 
notice on the Congress of the United 
States: and on the Senate that they had 
no business: méddling with this..affair. 
If the Senate of the United States feels 
it to be its duty not to go into an in- 
vestigation unless it meets the’ smile 
of Executive favor, it must not go into 
it. Now, I differ from that view. We 
are ‘a great co-ordinate part of this 
Government, and I am going to take 
the liberty of calling the attention of 
my Democratic-friends to'a Demoarat of 
days gone by, a leadeg who ‘dared to 
protest.

Secretary Baker said rio statement 
would be issued in,answer to Senator 
Chamberlain’s charges, remarking ‘* the 
War Department is in the unfortunate 
position of being unable to speak about 
certain things.“ He did comment, how- 
ever, on several features of the speech. 

In connection with a letter read

Austrians Want Terms Stated— 
Berlin Resists. Concessions. 
Special Cable to THE New YORK TIMES. 
THE HAGUE, Jan. 24.—According to 
inform&tion from Austria received here, 
it will be necessary for the Vienna Gov- 
ernmént. to adopt a definite attitude re- 
garding war aims in order to allay, the 
unrest. Austrians are dissatisfied with 
the negotiations at Brest-Litovsk and 
with the attitude of the German dele- 
gates and they demand a definite state- 
ment of Germany's policy, as do most 

of the parties in Germany. 

The Lokal Anzeiger yesterday warned 
the German people about. the collapse of 
the Brest-Litovsk negotiations as fol- 
lows: ‘In parliamentary, circles it is 
now doubted whether there are suffi- 
cient guarantees for a continuation of 
the conversations. with men who are 
liable to be swept away by the anarchy 
they purport to represent.” 

The Cologne Gazette says. that Ger- 
many is at the end of-her patience with 
Trotzky, who is only making use of an 
excellent opportuhity to talk to the 
worlfi at large,.and that the, negotia- 
tions have taken on the aspect of a de- 
bating club.

The reconnoissances made. in the last 
few days showed that camps, material 
and supplies had been taken to the rear 
and that the long lines of forward 
trenches were deserted.

The vote 
was unanimous. 


NOTTINGHAM, Jan. | Jan. 24.—Arthur Hen- 
derson, former’ member .of ‘the British | 
War Cabinet, announced atthe British 
labor »conference’ here. today that he 
had received a letter from Premier 
Lloyd George saying that the views of 
the labor executive had_been carefully 
considered, but that in consequence of 
the urgency of the problem and on the 
advice of the military: experts it was 
impossible to comply with the exec- 
utive’s request, and that the Govern- 
ment would proceed with * ““man- 
power ’’. bill. 

The request of the’ labor éxetutive 
was that the Government suspend con- 
sideration of the bill by the House of. 
Commons until after the conference 
here, so that the members of the Labor 
Party in ‘the House of Commons would 
be ‘able to participate in the discussion 
of the. measure. 

While ‘condemning the votes cast. in 
the Commons on some occasions by 
George N. Barnes and other —— of 
the Labor Party, the conference a 
large majority, shelved a —— fa 
manding the withdrawal of the Labor 
members from the Cabinet. 

Henderson appealed to the conference 
not to pass. the resolution. He said it 
would break up the Government de- 
lay peace, Personally he would never 
again belong to the Government, he as- 
serted, unless the Labor Party was pre- 
dominant. 


Extremist Speeches Are Hissed. 


The attacks on the labor members of 
the Cabinet came. largely ‘from the 
fringes of the party,.and were in. many 
cases so fiery and anarchistic as to draw 
hisses even from such an extremely tol- 
‘erant audience. The main y of the 
delegates stood firmiy behi Mr.. Hen- 
derson in his plea. 

“‘ For the present,” he said, ‘* peace is 
the supreme issue, and we must not 
allow its consummation be interfered 
| with or clouded by retracting the Labor 
| Party’s vote of the last two years in 
(favor of the continuation of the coali- 
tion.’’ 

The speeches against the Ministers in- 
cluded one from a Manchester delegate,

THE NEW DYE INDUSTRY. 
After the manufacturérs, mer- 
chants, and chemists who represent 
our new dyestuffs industry had de- 
cided, at their recent convention, to 


‘form a national association for co- 


operation, the adoption of standards 


and defense against foreign competi- 


tion after the war, they took up the 
subject of tariff duties. The debate 
was introduced by Dr. Jonzs, dye- 
stuffs expert of the Tariff. Commis- 
sion, who said: the commission real- 
ized that the new industry ‘ presented 
one of the most important problems ”’ 
which it would have to consider. It 
intends to lay before Congress a spe- 
cial report, for which it has been 
collecting information by thorough in- 
quiry. Duties upon a majority of the 
products are now 30 per cent., with 
small additions in the form of specific 
rates which may be discontinued in 
1921 if the President finds then that 
our domestic output is less than 60 
rer cent. of the quantity consumed. 
The prevailing ‘opinion expressed in 
the debate was that the duty’ should 
be increased from 30:to 50 per.cent., 
to enable the manufacturers to defend 
themselves against salés at very low 
prices by German producers after the. 
war. Time is needed. for complete 
development of the industry. The. 
United States, one. delegate said, 
could not. be expected to: do in. three 
years what Germany had accom- 
plished in sixty. There were predic- 
tions that German products, made by 
cheap labor, would be offered here at 
cost or less, to brekk down our man- 
ufacturers and regain Germany’s old 
market. In the last year before. the 
war our imports of coa?-tar colors 
alone from that country were about 
‘Those, who asked for higher duties 
did not t&ke into account our: law 
designed to prevent the dumping here 
of foreign products at pices below the 
cost. of manufacture and transporta- 
tion. The present duties, together 
with this statute, may be sufficient 
to defend ‘the new industry. It is 
clearly shown by_fhe attitude and 
interest of the Tariff Commission that 
its recommendations for legislation 
will be satisfactory to the manufac- 
turers. The question is one that 
stands by itself and it shoulli not be 
considered strictly in its telatien to 
the economic requirements of protec- 
tion or, low tariff as a, national pol- 
icy. A large sum has been invested 
in the making of these dyestuffs, be- 
cause they were greatly needed. It is 
reasonable for the investors and 
manufacturers to expect that the na- 
tion will not permit the industry to 
be wrecked by attack from Germany. 
American enterprise cannot be en- 
couraged and American ingenuity 
stimulated in that way. We think 
the makers of dyes may be confident 
Ahat the Tariff Commission and-Con- 
gress ‘will support ‘them, and that 
such Jegislation as may be required 
for their safety and welfare vill be 
approved by the American people.

There is reason enough in the fluid 
state of the terrain in Flanders, 
Picardy, and Champagne. More than 
one. offensive by the. Western Allies 
has stopped after- encountering a 
swamped soil in which guns_ stick, 
supplies are stalled, and troops floun- 
der. Blizzards piling the snow to a 
depth of two feet: have been followed 
by thaws that flood the country. 

JosEePH REINACH,’ the most distin- 
guished of French military critics, has 
advanced the idea ‘that the Germans, 
who were checked at the Grand 
Couronne when they struck at Nancy 
in 1914, wil. seek revenge by attack- 
ing at that point, and he calls atten- 
tion to “ concentrations of troops in 
the forests of German-held Lorraine.” 
Von HINDENBURG, if he commands, 
which ‘may be assumed, is: too hard- 
headed to concern himself about senti- 
ment. Political reasons will hardly 
control the German offensive, the last 
throw in the game. 

A breach in the .neighborhood of 
Nancy would, it is true, open an at- 
tractive. road to Paris, but there are 
indications of a drive for Calais, a 
pet idea with the Kaiser; and there 
has been “ nibbling;” to use the de- 
scriptive -phrase of Marshal Jorrre, 
at many points on the long front.

Probably the German commander 
will have men enough for feints on a 
scale never before attempted, with 
heavy reserves to launch at the point 
of contact where he hopes to break 
through on a front of several. miles. 
As he is not frugal with his human 
material, in fact can throw battalions 
into. the. furnace in rivalry with any 
butcher-soldier the world has known, 
he will be ready to sacrifice as many 
mén as the emergency seems,to call 
for. In losses the supreme offensive, 
if an unexpected peace does not avert 
it, will doubtless dwarf all that has 
gone before. 

If the Germans have made elaborate 
preparations to launch their blow, the 
French and British have long believed 
that-it-.was .coming.and are. ready 
and: awaiting the ordeal. A vast, deal 
of work must have been done by the 
Allies in constructing railways to bring 
up. supplies; also they have sought 
to perfect their field positions, one 
behind the other, for miles toward 
the. rear. With their aviators con- 
stantly inthe air, the enemy cannot 
surprise them by a major movement. 
They know their ground, its strength 


Germans can know it. Finally, they 
have wrested from the enemy many 
commanding heights, and he will at- 
tack at a topographical disadvantage. 
They have a superior artillery and 
their stores of ammunition should be 
ample for any test the enemy cares, 
to” challenge them to. 
————— — 


DISILLUSIONMENT. 

Mr. Trotzky at Brest-Litovsk has 
discovered that it takes two to make a 
democratic peace. When the. peace 
negotiations were opened the Germans 
were ready to assent to’ the demo- 
cratic principle or any other. By 
whatsoever name it might be called, 
they wanted peace with Russia, in 
order that they might, for their im- 
médiate. need, get access to her 
food stores, and, as an ulterior aim, 
bring her’ under’ German — economic 
and politicalcontrol. In their first 
moments of elation, the Bglsheviki dis- 
banded a large part of their army, dis- 
organized ‘the rest of it; and prepared 
themselves. to enjoy. the‘ blesdings of 
peace negottated and concluded on’ a 
democratic plan:

_ THE BOLSHEVIKI OF VIENNA. 

The Bolsheviki in Petrograd have 
been so long expecting the interna- 
tionalists in Vienna to. rise and over- 
throw the Government, or at least to 
set up a Government of their own and 
défy the authorities, that the wireless 
message to the Smolny Institute re- 
porting a “ revolution” needs: ‘ton- 
firmation, ‘The wish is father to the 
thought. But Vienna is the capital 
where sympathy with a Bolshevist 
* peace ” is most rampant among the 
organized workmen and radicals gen- 
erally. 

The present strike of 200,000 men 
and women is more persistent than 
such demonstrations usually are, and 
it-has a very. ugly look. ‘The poor are 
on the verge of starvation, and are 
freezing with the bitter cold of fuel- 
less tenements, than which there. are 
no more squalid {n Europes. .. In’ Vienna 
the women are the most rabid of the 
agitators, and their influence undér 
wretched living conditions, made in- 
calculably worse by ‘the privations of 
war, is a menace that: the Government 
has to reckon with. The Viennése 
women show a remarkable ‘capacity 
for organization. 

Socialism had become a powerful 
factor even:before the war. Its grow- 
ing strength was indicated in the gen- 
eral-élection of 1907 by an increase of 
members in the Upper Chamber from 
11 to 87, and the representation of the 
capital was notably strong. } The Aus- 
trian Socialist in that city and the 
other industrial centres is not a mod- 
erate like his German comrades, but 
displays many of the characteristics 
of the Russian Maximalists. The 
present. temper of the Viennese type 
may be judged from the outburst of 
Victor ADLER at the turbulent session 
of the Austrian Chamber on Wednes-

The writer evidently 
gained the impression from news dispatches 
that Mayor Hiram H. Edgerton had ordered 
the closing of tha saloons, 

Mayor Edgerton has too clear a compre- 
hension of the duties and the powers of his 
office to issue such an ofder, This is what 
occurred: 

A representative of the Mayor appearéd 
at a meeting of five or six hundred of the 
Retail Liquor Dealers’ Association and ‘‘re- 
quested ’’ that the saloons be closed during 
the five days covered by the order’ from 
Washington. After simple statements by 
the Mayor’s representative and two officials 
of the Liquor Dealers’ Association, a reso- 
lutiog: was unanimously adopted that all 
saloons in Rochester be closed from 10 
o'clock Thursday: night. to 6 o'clock Wednés- 
day morning. ‘There was no dissenting vote. 

The resolution, -which covéred service bars 
in hotels and clubs, was ratified by the Ex- 
ecutive Committee of the Rochester hotel 
men, The Brewers’ Exchange notified the 
saloon proprietors and hotel owners that. no 
beer or ale ree be delivered during the 


five ‘days. 

As’a result of thie yoluntary action by the 
saloon and hotel men Rochester was abso- 
5 ary for the five-day period’ covered

So -far- as “is Known~this is the first 
official action of its kind on a great 
crop of reports of food poisoning by 
enemy plotters which have ranged 
from’ breakfast foods to canned goods 
and now finally to candy. 


‘BOSTON, Jan. 24. —The sate of candy 
by. the commissaty department at the 
Boston Navy Yard, at Newport, Ports- 
mouth, N. H., and other naval stations 
was discontinued today on orders from 
Washington.

Compensation ‘on Average’ Igcomne 
for Three Calendar Years: Instead 
of for-Yeare Ending in June,

WASHINGTON, Jan. 24.—The Admin- 
istration bill outlining the Government's 
operation of the railroads and the com-' 
pensation: to be allowed them was. ‘re- 
ported favorably today ‘by the House 
Committee. on Interstate -and « Foreign 
Commerce.’ It was “greatly amended 
and virtually -rewritten by George W. 
Anderson, member of the Interstate 
Commerce. Committee, representing as 
rector General McAdoo. 

In response to the protest of the pati 
road Presidents. the section on. com- 
pensation was made. more ‘favorable to 
the carriers. Instead of agreeing to give 
the carriers the average annual ‘net’ in- 
come for the years -ending June .30, 
1915-16-17, ‘the amended, bill makes the 
average for the calendar. years. -The 
raiiréad chiefs insisted that it was un- 
fair to make the average end in June 
because the best period of railroad 
earnings was from June to December.* 

The section which was objected to by 
the railroads dealing with the return of 
the carriers to their owners was amenhd- 
ed, but did not specify that the carriers 
should be returned in a designated time 


after the close of the war, as requested 
by the railroad Presidents. Instead the 
section attempts to make it plain ‘that 
Government ownership is not. contem- 
‘plated as a future policy of the Gov- 
ernment, but Congressional action is re- 
quired to return the carriers to their 
owners. 

Another change provides that the 
$500,000,000 to be used as a revolving 
tund may be taken from moneys in the 
Linited States ‘'reasury. not otherwise 
appropriated, and from the operating in- 
come of the carriers. 


Section Dealing with Compensation. 


The new section dealing with compen- 
tion reads: 

** Be it enacted by the Senate and 
House of Representatives of the United 
States of America in Congress as- 
sembled that #he President, having in 


time of war taken: over the possession, 
use, control, and operation, (called here- 
in federal ‘control,) of certain systems 
of transportation, (called herein. car- 
riers,)) is hereby authorized to agree 
with and to guarantee to. any such 
carrier making returns to the. Inter- 
state Commerce: Commission that’ dur- 
ing the period. of such Federal. con- 
trol it shall receive as just compensa- 
tion an annual sum, (herein called 
standard return,) payable in reasonable 
installments, for each year, and pro 
rata. for any. tractional year of such 
Federal control, at a rate equivaient as 
nearly as may be to its average ‘annual 
railw operating income (including 
therein. such income: of lines acquired 
by, leased to, of consolidated with such 
carrier between July 1, 1914, and Dec. 
31, 1917) for the three years ended June 
30, 1917, and’ in addition thereto an an- 
nual sum payable likewise in reasonable 
installments reckoned. at a. rate per 
centum. to be fixed by the President 
upon the cost of any additions ‘or _im- 
provements, less -retirements;: ‘made 
wee the six months ended Dec. 31, 

“In the computation ‘of such. income, 
debits and crédits arising from the ac- 
counts calléd in the monthly repo to 
the Interstate Commerce Commission, 
equipment, rents, and joint facility 
rents shall be included. The standard 
réturn and the cost of such additions 
and improvements are to be ascertained 
by the commission from the réports, 
books, and other pertinent data of such 
carrier and certified by it to the Presi- 
dent. Its certificate shall, for the pur-, 
pose of such agreement, be taken as’ 
conclusive of the amount of such aver- 
age. annual railway operating income 
and of such cost. 

** Every such agreement shall provide 


“that any Federal taxes under the act of 


Oct. 8, 1917, or acts in addition thereto 
called war taxes, assessed for the period 
of .Federal control beginning. Jan. 1) 
1918, or any part of such period, shall 
be paid by ‘the carrier out of its own 
funds, or shall be charged against or 
deducted from the standard return; 
that other taxes assessed under Federal 
or any other governmental authority for 
the period of Federal control or any 
part thereof, either on the prop€érty used 
under such Federal control or:on the 
right to operate as a earrier, or on the 
revenues or any part thereof derived 
from operation, (not including, how- 
ever, assessments for public improve- 
ments or taxes assessed on property un- 
der construction and ‘chargeable under 
the classification of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission to investment in road 
and equipment,) shall be paid out of rev- 
enues derived from railway operations 
while under Federal control; that all

to* fall » batk:.on. > Explaining -that he} 
would’ speak on ‘the wat, Mr, Schwab. 
said: 5 

**T came ‘here to be with my “friends; 
and I do not wish to cast gloom upon 
the. occasion of this reunion, but at 
present, I feel, we have only’ one sub- 
ject on our minds, which is the war. 
As I. am. speaking to friends and. not 
to be criticised, so I do not hesitate: to 
speak “upon — of ‘military char- 
acter.’ 

Speaking of the recent criticism: of 
officials at’ Washington, Mr. Schwab 
said: “‘I am not one of those vho be- 
lieve in criticism of the way. in which 
our Government is conducting -its 
preparations for-war. | Honest ‘comment 
will help, but there is nothing so in- 
jurious:-in my mind as promiscuous and 
I feel that the Gov- 
ernment pea no doubt made some mis- 
takes, ‘but I ask you,: who under sim- 
ilar circumstances would not have made 
as many. The trouble with us has been 
that in many ways we have. thought 
that we were supermen. in’ America, 
who .were capable of anything, . But, 
now, we have got to learn the size of 
the task before us, and realize that it 
is no easy job: Be sure, however, that 
ultimately . this sreat American people 
will rise superior to any situation.” 

——— the wark of the steel works, 
he s : ‘You cannot imagine the ma 
witude to which the steel works in t 
country have. grown in the last — 
The Secretary of the Navy asked for an 
enormous number, the exact size of 
which I cann@t ‘disclose, of torpedo boat 
destroyers, which.seem to be the only 
vessels effective against the submarines. 
Without going into numbers, I can say 
that within the next: eighteen months the 
United States. will have. more of , these 
boats in service than exist at present 
in all the navies of the world together.

“which we should be keenly alive. to, 
a situation which is going to come at 
the close of the war, a ‘social renais- 
sance’” of the whole world, Call it 
sociajism, social revolution, Bolshevism, 
or what you will, it is a leveling process, 
and means that the. workman without 
property. who labors with his hands, 

going to be the’ man who will domi- 
nate the world. It is going to be a 
great. hardship to; the owners of prop- 
erty, but like all revolutionary move- 
ments it will probably work The 
sooner we realize this the better it_ will 
be for America,;, We must not fight 
this ,movement,- but -wé must educate 
it. We must go among “the ‘people’ of 
the working classes‘and mingle with 
them, and learn ‘their , feelings and 
thoughts.’

“WASHINGTON, Jan. 24.—A series of 
decisions; on formula preparations liable | 
to the war revenue tax was announced 
today by’ Internal Revenue Commissioner 
Roher.. .They apply to perfumeries, ex- 
tracts, toilet waters, ‘hair oils, hair re- 
storatives, ‘tooth ‘powders and .washes, 
toilet. soaps; and other . toilet prepara 
tions. . The rulings are as follows:.- 

‘tA person. manufacturing’ a prepara- 
tion under his own formula and offering 
it for sale under ‘his own private label 
or trademark is" liable for the tax im- 
posed’ upon the article.

On Estate Tax Returns. 


Commissioner Roher also made.the fol- 
lowing ruling today in regard to estate 
tax returns: 

** It hag been found in numerous cases 
that, at the expiration of the ninety-day 
extension granted. by collectors for the 
filing of estate-tax return, the condition 
of the estate is such as to preclude the 
filing of final return upon which the ex- 
act tax -due ‘Gan ‘be determined. Accord- 
ingly Article XXIX. of Regulation 387, 
is amended to the following extent: 
“(Where the executor has requested, 
and hag been granted, an extension of 
not to..exceed ninety (days: for filing of 
estate tax return, ‘and represents to the 
collector. that. complete. return’ -cannot 
then be filed, the collector upon ‘investi- 
gation, and if he .is satisfied that the 
cause for further delay is. unavoidable, 
may extend the time for filing until] in 
his judgment the reasonable ground: fer 
delay has been removed. In every such 
case it should be pointed out to the exec- 
utor that, regardless. of the further ex- 
tension, interest attaches from the close 
of. the. original nihety-day extension 
upon all the unpaid tax. This interest is 
required to bé computed from the day of 
the decedent’s death; and is at the rate 
of, 6 Sper cent. per annum.

ALBANY, Jan, 24.—Asserting that the 
Legislature’ should not act. upon. the 
Federal prohibition. amendment or the 
McNgb War Emergency Prohibition bill 
until the people. had spoken, Senator, 
George F. Argetsinger of Rochester let 
it be known today ‘that he was. prepar-' 
ing a;resolution submitting prohibition:
